BUILDER and Hearthstone announce the largest annual philanthropic 
cash prize in the home building industry. Sponsors of this new award have 
pledged to give more than $1 million to the winning builders 1 favorite 
charities . Join us in celebrating the powerful combination of good 
citizenship and business acumen. 

Some 18 months ago, at a company retreat, Hearthstone executives were 
pondering charitable activities the company, a leading provider of equity 
to home builders, might undertake. They decided against simply handing over 
a donation. 

"Rather than just make a gift," explains James Z. Pugash, 
Hearthstone's CEO, "we throught we could make a gift that would not only 
benefit charities, but also stimulate more gift-giving." The occasion would 
also present an opportunity to recognize builders and developers for their 
charity involvement. "We realized that many in the industry give so much," 
says Pugash, "yet we as an industry don't promote that fact." Out of that 
Hearthstone meeting grew a bold new awards program that accomplishes all 
three goals. 

BUILDER and Hearthstone, with the help of founding sponsor The Kohler 
Cos., have joined forces to create this $1 million five-year program to 
recognize builders who have gone the extra mile to help others. 

Hearthstone seeded the program with a first-year gift of $100,000 and 
a commitment to provide $50,000 for each of the next four years. Kohler has 
signed on to contribute $50,000 annually. BUILDER publisher Hanley-Wood, 
LLC, which is managing the awards program, will host- a premier awards 
dinner at the International Builders 1 Show in Dallas next month. In 
addition, each year's recipients will be showcased in the magazine. 

The $225,000 pledged this year by the seven sponsors (see the list on 
the previous page) will go to the various charities designated by the three 
winners: $175,000 to Don Ball's charities and $25,000 each to organizations 
named by David Weekley and George and John Pringle (see profiles, page 64) . 

The Art of Quiet Persuasion 

Sitting in the cozy dining room at the Thorough-bred Club of America, 
with hills of bluegrass and neat lines of white fences behind him, Don Ball 
looks like a country gentleman of leisure. His 600-acre farm, 50 
thoroughbred horses, and his status as patriarch of the largest company 
building homes in Kentucky speak of a life of idyllic comfort. But, in a 
way, it's an illusion. 

The good life wrought from four decades of home building is real 
enough, but it has been the means to an end. For the heart of this former 
farm boy is still with those who have only a small share of life's bounty,. 
Not that he would put it that way. A man of many talents, Bali is decidedly 
a man of few words. As his son Ray succinctly puts it, "He's mostly action 
and not a lot of talk." Not to worry: The evidence of his lifelong 
dedication to doing good — shared by his wife, Mira, and their three 
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children — speaks for itself. Here's just a sampling of the legacy Don Ball 
has fostered: 

* LexLinc (the Lexington Local Investment Commission), a nonprofit 
Ball set up two years ago to develop comprehensive, communitywide 
approaches to solving problems related to families and children. 

* R.E.A.C.H., an organization whose goal is to further the 
development of low-and moderate-income housing. It was originated in 1994 
by Ball, who was the liaison among local government, banks, and the state 
housing authority. Ball absorbed the cost of remodeling R.E.A.C.H. ! S 
offices, has hosted fundraiser receptions at his home, and helped secure a 
$1 million loan for a lease/purchase program. He will purchase any homes 
that clients are not able to buy at the end of the lease period, and he 
helps maintain the properties. 

* Virginia Place, a self-sufficiency program that helps single 
parents and their young children develop the educational and family-life 
skills to flourish independently. It is a complex of buildings on nine 
acres that includes seven apartment buildings and a child care facility. 
Ball provided land at cost, built a new facility, and donated his profit to 
its operating fund. 

* The HOPE Center, a facility which provides shelter, work and rehab 
programs, and medical care for homeless men in Lexington. Ball is the 
longtime chairman of the center and still contributes significantly to it. 

* Barkam, a nonprofit construction firm created by Ball to provide 
at-cost development, construction, and remodeling services to worthy 
projects. Any profits generated are used to fund other charitable projects. 
Barkham remodeled the Center for Training and Employment, a three-year-old 
job-training facility (includes classrooms, office space, and a day-care 
center) that Ball was instrumental in organizing and funding. 

In short, Ball is a master facilitator. 

"I've never worked with anyone who is as astute about money as he is. 
He understands more about tax credits and grants than most people, " says 
Nancy Phares, president of The Phares Co., an FHA-insured mortgagee. 

"He's not a man you want to play Monopoly with," warns his daughter \ 
and Ball Homes' vice president of sales, Lisa Ball Sharp. "He goes for 
broke." 

Ball's understated tenacity is well known in the housing community, 
as is his low tolerance for bureaucracy. "He won't give up on something he 
believes in," says Phares. "When he's meeting with bankers, he talks about 
people's needs. He puts it on a personal level." 

Associates describe Ball as consistent, intense, focused, honest, 
creative, and straightforward, with a persuasive, yet soft-spoken, style. 
His wife, Mira, says his demeanor is naturally lowkey. In 16 years of 
coaching Little League, she notes, he never once raised his voice. 

Thomas Lett, a Lexington architect and longtime colleague, believes 
Ball's success has to do with his ability to find the right people for the 
right task. Cecil Dunn, executive director of The HOPE Center and a friend 
of Ball's for 30 years, observes, "He is very subtle and very good at 
working with people. He has a way of getting your confidence." 

The collaborative LexLine program Ball started, a local response to 
welfare reform, is a case in point. Thanks to Ball's skills, says Wanda 
Faircloth, the program's executive director, local civic leaders, city and 
state officials, business and private citizens, and private and public 
agencies are working together in a way previously believed impossible. He 
has harnessed more than $5.4 million for this project alone. 

"Over the years, Mr. Ball has earned the trust of all these parties 
to the extent that they're willing to fully empower him with their 
resources," says Faircloth. The credibility that opens doors so readily has 
come from 40 years as a home builder and six years in the state 
legislature, along with service on many local boards. "He has no hidden 
agendas. He has no other agenda except to do the right thing. The community 
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knows that. " 

Ball says simply that people sign on with his projects because they 
want to help. Mary Jo Votruba, executive director of Lexington's Habitat 
for Humanity, says people sign on because they can depend on Ball to see 
the projects through- "When he agrees to do something, he goes out and does 
it. He takes on issues no one else will take on." Or as Phares puts it, "He 
gets the job done. Nobody loses money, and the project gets lots of 
publicity." 

Yet, beyond being a master planner and financier, Ball has endeared 
himself to the community by taking a personal interest in helping people. 
"It's not unusual," notes Faircloth, "to find Mr. Ball sitting in on 
welfare-to-work orientation sessions, giving one-on-one advice to 
participants and counselors, or personally helping them through difficult 
circumstances. ...He doesn't just write a check. He rolls up his sleeves." 

This hands-on aspect is a tremendous source of personal satisfaction 
for Ball. "I remember going to a R.E.A.C.H. closing," he says, "and seeing 
a lady just break down crying" in happiness over becoming a homeowner. 
"That's a good feeling." The increased involvement of daughter Lisa and 
sons Ray and Mike in the business — along with Mira, who still functions as 
CFO — allows Don to devote nearly full-time attention to the causes he 
supports. In his spare time, he enjoys horse racing and horseback riding. 
Golf? "Too slow;" he says, shaking his head. 

At 63, he has long since made doing good his primary hobby. The 
source of Ball's lifelong passion for helping the underprivileged, say 
friends, is Ball's own youth. Until he came to Lexington to study business 
at the University of Kentucky, Ball's home was a tobacco farm in 
Hebbardsviile, a tiny dot on the map of western Kentucky "Dad had a real 
humble beginning, a real rough come up, " says his son Ray, president of 
Ball Homes. "He worked himself out of it. ... I think that's why he gets a 
lot of enjoyment out of seeing people buying their own homes." Though the 
second generation has expanded Ball Homes' product line, starter homes are 
still the company's bread and butter, with a 1, 083-square-f oot entry-level 
model starting at $86,240. 

Don still remembers his own first home, a four-room house in downtown 
Lexington that he and Mira bought in 1957 for $8,500. "I thought that was 
the biggest deal — a bigger deal than any house I had later," he says. 

The Balls started the business in 1958, two years after Don got his 
real estate license. From the beginning, Don wanted to build homes for 
people starting out. Mira recalls that he was particularly concerned about 
housing the police and fire workers who were required to live in the city 
and was determined to keep the selling price at $10,900. "I told him it 
should be somewhere around $12,000," says Mira, who studied accounting at 
the University of Kentucky; "but he held firm. We made money on those 
houses," she remembers with a smile, "but not much." 

Forty years later, his empathy for others still drives him. "His goal 
is to create services that enable individuals to realize their potential, 
to make it for themselves and not keep relying on these services," says 
Faircloth. "He strives to address the causes of poverty, not the results." 

And he goes about this work happy to be in the background. Letters of 
recommendation sent on Ball's behalf for this award included notes from 
U.S. Senator Mitch McConnell, Congressman Ernie Fletcher, city and county 
government officials, the Lexington-Fayette Urban County Housing Authority, 
banks, and nonprofit groups. All facets of life are represented, except the 
recipients of his generosity, few of whom realize the role he has played in 
giving Lexington folks a leg up. 

"It's almost impossible to get this man to a dedication or an award 
(ceremony)," says the Lexington Habitat's Votruba. "He might come to a 
groundbreaking, but you'll see him over on the sidelines, not in the 
limelight." Knowing this all too well, Ball's employees nominated their 
boss for this award surreptitiously. 
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Ball, characteristically, is not interested in taking any bows. He 
has his eye on the horizon. Next on his agenda are the creation of a 
retirement home for racetrack workers and a local facility for at-risk 
youth. Of his many projects, the one most meaningful to him is Virginia 
Place, which helps single parents get an education while providing care for 
their children. "You take people who don't have any chance at all, and they 
can go to school and graduate," he says. "That's a good thing." 

So it is. 

David M. Weekley 

David Weekley Homes, Houston 

Strategic Thinker 

For most of his adult life, David Weekley, a Houston builder and 
former Eagle Scout, has been a Boy Scout volunteer, an active board member, 
and a contributor to many charities. About five years ago, after 18 
successful years in business, Weekley was hungry for new challenges. He 
considered selling his company or possibly taking it public. 

When he read a book called Half Time by Bob Buford, he knew he'd 
found the direction he'd been seeking. He turned his entrepreneurial skills 
to charitable work, increasing his "good citizen" time commitment from 10 
percent to 50 percent. And he began approaching these projects more 
strategically, in a fashion that exercises his leadership skills and brings 
about significant, tangible results — as he puts it, "making things happen." 

"So many charitable organizations are run by great people, great 
givers," says Weekley, "but they're not strategic thinkers. Entrepreneurs 
can make a tremendous difference. By taking our natural gifts for business, 
we can radically change a charitable institution." His stepped-up 
involvement in the Boy Scouts' Sam Houston Area Council resulted in 
identifying and capturing more than $33 million in funds that will go to 
building the Council's first new camp in 50 years and in increasing the 
number of at-risk youth who can participate in scouting. 

Weekley 's philanthropic bent had its beginnings in the 1980s Houston 
downturn, when his wealth "pretty much went away." He made a pledge then 
that if and when he had money to give, he would. In recent years, he has 
contributed 50 percent of his personal income to charity. 

George and John Pringle 

Pringle Development, Leesburg, Fla. 

Earth Angels 

George Pringle, chairman, and his son, John, president, are 
dyed-in-the-wool philanthropists who found a way to combine their passion 
for giving with their passion for flying. Both began flying missions in the 
mid-1980s for Angel Flight, an organization whose volunteer pilots provide 
a variety of services that include transporting patients to scheduled 
surgeries, bringing blood and medicine to disaster victims, and relocating 
battered spouses. 

In 1994, the group's founder became ill and died. Fearing that Angel 
Flight might die too, John stepped in as chairman. At that point, says 
John, "We made a conscious decision to make a meaningful difference in one 
cause rather than make a token contribution to many." 

Since John took over the organization, he has expanded it from 
Florida to five southeastern states. Its aunual budget has grown from 
$5,000 to $200,000. Half of those funds come from a fundraising golf 
tournament the Pringles organize and host. 

John, whose company builds 200 homes yearly for active adults, saw in 
his customers a tremendous volunteer resource. After meeting with a handful 
of community leaders, he soon had legions of volunteers to call on. Now, 
Angel Flight has 425 non-flying volunteers whom the Pringles have dubbed 
"Earth Angels." Some 550 volunteer pilots fly more than 600 missions a 
year. 

Over the past 16 years, Angel Flight has arranged for more than 2,600 
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compassion flights, and George and John Pringle have flown hundreds of 
them. "It's hard to describe what it's like until you fly your first 
mission," says John. "But you realize that the person needed your help and 
without you, they weren't going to get it." 
Home Builders Care 2000 

Beginning January 1, the NAHB will kick off Home Builders Care 2000, 
a national campaign to tell Americans about home builders ' community 
service projects. Each day, the NAHB will designate a different project to 
receive national publicity.

The judges were asked to measure the nominees 1 charitable activities 
against these six criteria: 

Lifetime commitment: The builder demonstrates a lifetime of 
commitment to charitable work. 

Depth of commitment: The builder shows a significant commitment in 
terms of personal time and resources contributed to charitable activities. 

Significance of builder's contribution: The builder has made a 
significant difference both in the number of people affected and in the 
impact on those who have benefited from the builder's involvement. 

Inspirational value: The builder inspires many others to become more 
involved in community service activities. 

Significance of charity: Highest preference should be given to 
charities that assist the unfortunate and underprivileged. After this, 
significant should be given to charities that involve housing. 

Ability of charity to use the reward: The charity should be one that 
can readily use the award in a productive fashion. 

The Benefiting Charities 

Kentucky builder Donald Ball, the first recipient of the Hearthstone 
BUILDER Award, requested that the gift of $175,000 be divided among four 
organizations : 

TransLinc, a program that provides cars and transportation to help 
individuals make the transition from welfare to work. Ball and a Lexington 
auto dealer teamed up to make used cars available to people going back to 
work. For the first year, TransLinc covers repairs and insurance. After a 
year, workers can buy the cars for half the retail price. 

Success By Six, a new joint venture between Ball's nonprofit LexLinc 
and The United Way. Its goal is to ensure a good start in early childhood 
by providing education, health care, and other services. 

Lexington Habitat for Humanity, to which Ball Homes has contributed 
for several years. 

The HOPE Center, a facility breaking ground this month for women in 
the first steps of recovery from alcohol and drugs. Ball was instrumental 
in starting a similar program for men several years ago. 

Texas builder David Weekley designated that his $25,000 award will go 
to the Sam Houston Area Council of the Boy Scouts of America, which last 
year served 160,000 boys in a 16-county area, including a growing number at 
at-risk and minority youth. 
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Florida builders have George and John Pringle asked that the bulk of 
their $25,000 award go to Angel Flight Southeast. Through this 16-year-old 
program, pilots volunteer their time, aircraft, and fuel to provide 
patients with air transportation to medical facilities, assistance in 
emergency relief efforts, and other similar services.

She's a 14-year-old from Richmond School, a 
veritable spiky haired whirlwind. Yesterday Storm and friends contested the 
quarter-final of the England Hockey Association's under 15 national cup, at 
home to Kingston Grammar School from Surrey. Her mum was there, too - 
weather eye, and all that - and to explain that extraordinary name.
